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Two Aviators Perish 
In Sea When Planes 
Crash During Tests 


Explosion of Bomb Near 
Where Machines Sink 
Adds to Difficulty in 
Search for Bodies. 


WERE LEADING FLYERS 
IN ARMY SERVICE 


Destroyers Even Score 
With Air Force — Send 
Two German Submarines 
to Bottom. 


Washington, June 22.—Two of the 
leading flyersofthe army air serv- 
ice, Captain Howard T. Douglas and 
Lieutenant Marl J. Plumb. were 
drowned in Chesapeake bay today 
after a collision oftheir planes in 
the course of a bombing raid di- 
rected at the hulk of the old battle- 
ship, San Marcos, off Tangier 
island. 

Reports received by the war de- 
partment from Langley field, Vir- 
ginia, said the accident was one of 
the most peculiar on record. Lieu- 
tenant Plumb, flying a fast single 
seat plane, was dropping bombs, and 
Captain Douglas, in another plane. 
was observing the raid from above. 
Plumb’s plane had just dropped a 
bomband was climbing upward, as 
is the custom after releasing the 
weapon, when it struck Captain 
Douglas’ machine, cutting off its tail. 

Both planes fell into the bay and 
disappeared together with their 
pilots, whose bodies had not been 
recovered tonight, although search 
nad been made by a number of 
army and navy craft ordered to the 
scene after the accident. 

Langley field officials reported 
thatsoon after the planes fell, an- 
other of the bombing planes dropped 
a bomb containing 300 pounds of 
TNT, and that it fell near where the 
machines went down. It was evi- 
dent, it was said, that the pilot of 
this machine, one of many partici- 
pating in the attack on the San 
Marcos, had not seen theplanes fall. 
The terrific explosion of this bomb. 
aviation officers said, probably 
would make more difficult the re- 
covery of the bodies of the officers 
or the planes. 

Captain Douglas, whose home was 
in Covina, Cal, was one of the best- 
known of army fliers. He wag at- 
tached to air service headquarters 
here and went by rail ahead of the 
army aviators on their recent flight 
to Alaska to select landing fields 
and make all arrangements for them. 

Lieutenant Plumb, whose home was 
in Fondulac, Wis., was recognized, 
officers here said, as one of the 
army’s most expert fliers. When 
ordered to Langley field to partici- 
pate in the joint army and navy 
bombing tests, he flew from San 
Antonio in a big Caproni machine. 


NAVY EVENS SCORE ° 
WITH AIR FORCES. 

On Board the U. S. S. Henderson, 
off Cape Charles, Va., June 22.— 
(‘By the Associated Press.)—De- 
stroyers of the Atlantic fleet today 
evened the score with the air force, 
which yesterday sent the former 
German submarine U-117 to the 
bottom by a deluge of aerial bombs, 
by sinking the U-140 and the U-148 
by gunfire at a range of 3,000 
yards. Both submersibles were rid- 
died with explosive shells from 


the 4-inch guns of the destroyers. 

Today’s performance was_ less 
spectacular but just as effective as 
the aircraft attack yesterday. The 
exterior damage to the submarines 
from gunfire was not as great as 
that caused by the bombs but the 
result was the same. 

The U-140 was the first vessel

John C. Lewis Claims

Declaring that John D. Walker, 
at one time a financial, political and 
church leader, in Georgia, had been 
made the “scapegoat in connection 
with a number of alleged criminal 
acts,” John C. Lewis, local counsel 
at Sparta of the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical company, which has a 
civil suit pending against the for- 
mer banker, stated Wednesday 
night over long distance phone toa 
Constitution representative, that 
sensational developments, implicat- 
ing prominent Georgians, are ex- 
pected in the case within the next 
few days. 

When Walker suddenly disap- 
feared from Suarta in 1917, accord- 
ing to Attorney Lewis’ statement, 
he was in debt to the Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical company for some 
fertilizer he had purchased. The 
concern brought suit against the 
banker and levied on stock he was 
supposed to have owned in a ware- 
house company, but another owner 
of the company maintained that 
Walker had sold his interests to 
him, stated Mr. Lewis, and court 
action was delayed.

“Walker still is in San Antonio, 
Texas,” said Mr. Lewis, “and the 
rumors that he has fled, following 
publication of the discovery of his 
location, are faise. We understand 
that the former banker states that 
he never received any money from 
the alleged sale of his stock in the 
warehouse company, and we are 
sending officials to San Antonio to 
obtain an affidavit to this effect.”

Documents Confiscated 
Year and Half Ago May 
Explain Disappearance 
of Vessels at Sea. 


SOVIET RUSSIA PORTS 
MAY HOLD U. S. BOATS 


Georgia Man Is Among 
Those Missing With 
Tug, One of the Boats to 
Disappear. 


New York, June 22.—Disappear- 
ance at sea of several American 
ships within the past few months 
was linked by the New York police 
tonight with plans, revealed to 
them in a series of raids on radical 
headquarters a year and a half ago, 
for the seizure of these vessels at 
sea and their diversion to Russian 
soviet ports. 

The police said they were in- 
formed “through certain confidential 
sources,” that officials of the union 
of Russian workers of the United 
States and Canada, an organization 
since broken up, charged its mem- 
bers also were out of employment, 
especially those with a knowledge 
of the sea, to seek employment on 
American ships, overpower the oth- 
er members of the crew and direct 
the vessels to Russia. 

The identity of these “confiden- 
tial sources” was not revealed by 
the police. All the information 
which came into their possession, 
together with the enormous amount 
of literature and documents seized, 
they said, was turned over to the 
department of justice. 

Discussed at Meeting. 

So far as known these plans were 
never put into execution prior to 
the raids, but police said they 
formed the chief subject of discus- 
sion at several secret meetings of 
the Russian organization. 

The organization, the police de- 
clared, was composed largely of 
Russian anarchists who used the 
labor union movement as a camou- 
flage. Their headquarters were re- 
peatedly raided by the police dur- 
ing 1919 and 1920, and numerous 
arrests were made. Eventually the 
majority of those arrested were de- 
ported to Russia, most of them 
aboard the United States army | 
transport Buford.

Shooting of Wife 
Was Deliberate, 
Asserts Husband 


“I Have, Shot the Wrong 
Woman,” Cries Mrs. 


W. C. Campbell. 


The arrest of M. W. Campbell, 
wealthy contractor of Greenviiie, 
S. C., said to have been the intended 
victim of a bullet fired by his wife, 
which lodged in the breast of Mrs. 
Leila Howard, and charges pre- 
ferred by W. E. Howard, who runs 
a hotel at 8% North Forsyth street, 
that Mrs. Campbell's action in 
shooting his wife was deliberate 
and malicious, are the latest devel- 
opments_in the wounding Wednes- 
day morning of Mrs. Howard, said 
to have resulted from jealousy. 
Campbell is held at the police sta- 
tion pending fixing of bond. 

The police, it is understood, are 
investigating the alleged relations 
existing between Campbell and 
Miss Sarah Wa of Gainesville, 
Ga., said by Campbell to be his 
niece. 

Despite the fact that Mrs. How- 
ard was dangerously wounded, she 
was conscious throughout the day 
and talked to her husband. 

Story of Wounded Woman. 

“My wife told me that Mrs. Camp- 


bell walked up to her deliberately 


while she was talking to Mr. Camp- 
bell in the rooming house hall,” 
stated Mr. Howard. “She told me 
that only a sudden movement on 
the part of Mr. Campbell, by which 
he knocked the gun aside, kept the 
bullet from penetrating her heart. 

“The maid in the house aiso 
agrees with my wife. When | 
grasped Mrs. Campbell and took the 
pistol out of her hand, she cried, 
‘Forgive me; forgive me; I’ve shot 
the wrong woman.’ This was heard 
several times by several witnesses. 
Dr. Collins and a nurse, both of the 
Grady hogpita] staff, heard my wife 
make these statements to me. 

“Neither, Mr. nor Mrs. Campbell 
gave any indication that they were 
man and wife during or immediate- 
ly after the shooting. He told Mrs. 
Campbell to ‘go on down the steps 
before the police came,’ but I re- 
fused to let her go. 

“As to Miss Ward and Mr. Camp- 
bell, who lived at my hotel for 
some time, there was never any in- 
dication- that relations between 
them was anything but proper.” 

Jealousy was the motive of the 


attempt to shoot Campbell. Mrg. 
Campbell had trailed her husband 
from Greenville and had watched 
his movements all day Tuesday 
until she located him at the rooming 
house of Mre. Howard. where he had 
been for nearly a week. .

Washington, June 22,—The senate 
and the house have finally agreed 
on the disputed army and navy ap- 
propriation bills and in so doing 


policy of America. 

This policy is to be one of main- 
taining the smallest military es- 
tablishments_ consistent with na- 
tional safety, with sympathy toward 
universal limitation of armaments 
on land and sea. In fact, the man- 
power of the army and of the navy 
as dictated by congress, is to be less 
than both the secretary of war and 
secretary of the nevy insisted would 
enable this country to keep ~-her- 
self adequately prepared. 

It is to be presumed that the sec- 
retaries speak for their chief, the 
president. But congress, controll- 
ing the purse-strings, has the fi- 
nal word. 

And congress has ruled that the 
army will be near its pre-war size. 
The senate ended the deadlock on 
the apppropration bill by accepting 
Wednesday the house amendments 
after having held out first for an 
army of 175,000, and then for a 
more gradual reduction in strength. 
The house amendment will mean 
that the army must be cut from 


its present size by October 1. This 
will mean the arbitrary discharge 
of 80,000 men. 

Senator Wadsworth, chairman of 
the military affairs committee, op- 
posed the drastic cut unti] the last, 
and in finally yielding so that the 
bill could become law by the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year, July 1, said 
that the amendment constitutes the 
cruellest treatment ever handed out 
to the U. S. army. 

Saénators had favered reducing 
the army by the expiration of en- 
listments, 

Wadsworth said that the appar- 
ent saving througu the house meth- 
od of reduction could not be real- 
ized, and that eventually it would 
not amount to more than a fourth 
of that amount. This, he said, was 
because it will be necessary to re- 
sume recruiting to Keep the army 
up to 150,000 Action of the sen- 
ate in approving the bill made it 
ready for the signature of Presi- 
dent Harding.

The attacking forces con- 
stituted of a division of 5 destroy- 
ers of the most modern type, head-

In the at- 
tack on the U-140, only the Dicker- 
son fired, 39 shots being hurled at 
the former U-boat, which was an- 
chored in 70 fathoms of water with 
deck awash.

just 26 minutes after the first shot 
was fired.

and sink after the attack that the 
observers thought it probable some 
hits were not officially scored. Tha 
first salvo ‘from the Sicard struck 
the U-148 on the waterline, almost 
amidships and settled the fate of 
the vessel immediately.

And as the monarchs set foot on 
thé dock, the royal sajute boomed 
out, announcing that they were on 
Irish soil, and the crowds that lined 
the long street leading to the city

cession. The wait was short, for, 
with the exception of the formal 
reception by Viscount Fitzalen, 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, and Lord 
Pirrie, who appeared in behalf of 
the city, there were no ceremonies 
at the dock. A squadron of police 
headed the procession and the car- 
riages of the royal pair were fol- 
lowed by those of officers and dig- 
nitaries. 

On each side of the street was 
stationed a force of nearly 6,000 
regular troops, standing shoulder 
to shoulder, and separated from the 
crowds by a heavy railing. In other 
parts of the city police kept vigi- 
lant guard against untoward inci- 
dents. Arriving at the city hall, 
the king and queen were met by 
the lord mayor and members of the 
Belfast council and the sovereigns 
proceeded at once to the council 
room, where the ceremonies imme- 
diately began. 

When they were completed, the 
king and queen were entertained at 
luncheon by Sir James Craig, the 
premier of Ulster, after which they 
were driven once more through the 
flag-decorated streets to Ulster 
hall, where they received addresses 
of loyalty from various organiza- 
tions. 

For End of Strife. 


“I speak from a full heart.” said, 


King George in his speech formal- 
ly opening the Ulster parliament 
here today, “when I pray that my 
coming to Ireland today may prove 
to’ be the first step towards an end 
of strife amongst her people, what- 
ever their race or creed.” 

“In that hope, I appeal to all 
Irishmen to pause, to stretch out 
the hand of forebearance and con- 
ciliation, to forgive and to forget, 
and to join in making for the land 
which they love a new era of peace, 
contentment and good will. " 

“It is my earnest desire that In 
southern Ireland, too, there may ere 
long take place a parallel to what 
is now passing in this hall; that 
there a similar occasion may pre- 


sent itself and a similar ceremony 
be performed.”

Greensboro, Ga., 
cial.)—That there is in ceattle- 
raising profit of which most of the 
farmers in Greene county have not 
availed themselves, is indicated by 
a recent transaction of E. T. Bos- 
well, Jr.. of Siloam, who loaded in 
Greensboro nine grade Hereford 
steers for the Atlanta market.

Has Weakened 


League Council 


Nations Now Want Allied 
Ambassador to Settle 
Questions. 


Geneva, June 22.—Whether by in- 
tention or not, the United States has 
weakened the authority and prestige 
of the council of the league of na- 
tions by the decision to have a rep- 
resentative sit with the supreme 
council of allied ambassadors. 

This was developed in connection 
with the league council meeting 
here. The various nations, it is nuw 
developing, aregmaking every effort 
to have their @ifferences settled by 
the council of ambassadors rather 
than the league council, go that they 
may have the benefit of American 
consideration and judgment. For 
instance, Greece and Serbia have 
challenged the competency of the 
league council to settle their differ- 
ences with Albania. They insist that 
the ambassadors council pass on the 
Albanian appeal that the Greeks and 
Serbs be forced to evacuate what is 
claimed as Albanian territory. Al- 
bania’s representatives, however, 
are insisting that the league han- 
dle the dispute. 

Pending the settlement of the dis- 
pute between allies and the United 
States as to mandates, the league 
council has decided to request re- 


fports from all nations now operat 


ing in territory which was supposed 
to be governed under the mandate 
system. The league wants a report 
as to the manner in which the pow- 
ers are administering the affected 
territories. : 

The only mandates so far awarded 
are Germany’s Pacific islands, which 
were divided between Japan, Aus- 
tralia and England, South Africa and 
New Zealand. Mandates not yet 
awarded include Germany’s African 
colonies, Mesopotamia, Palestine and 
Syria, which England, Gelgium and 
France are operating under a mil- 
itary dictatorship, until final award 
is made. While England, Belgium 
and France are not obliged to re- 
port #8 to the administration of the 
territories mentioned until the man- 
dates are awarded, all have agreed 
to justify their regime.

Storm in Texas 
May Bring Rain 
To Georgia Soil 


“It’s an {ll wind that blows no- 
body good.” Telegraphic reports of 
the 60-mile gale that was lashing 
the coast of Texas Wednesday caus- 
ed Forecaster C. F. von Herrmann, of 
the local weather bureau, to believe 
that Georgia is due to receive a wen- 
eral rain as the direct result of the 
storm, reported to be moving inland. 

“It ought to reach western Geor- 
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gia by Thursday,” said the fore- 
caster. “A storm of such propor- 
tions always brings on a period of 
cloudiness as it breaks up and gen- 
eral local rains may be looked for. 
The rains might not cover all sec- 
tions of the state, but it looks tike 
we will receive more precipitation 
than we have since the drought be- 
gan.” 

Astronomically, Wednesday, which 
was June 21 on the calendar, was 
the longest day of the year, the gun 
having reached the highest point 
of the meridian. But really, from 
June 18 to June 24, there is not 
“forty winks” difference between 
suns. 

Mighty Little Difference. 


There is so little variation that 
the weather bureau, run on a pretty 
fine mathematical basis itself, just 
calls it a week of even-length davs. 
and leaves the hair-splitting compu- 
tations to the astronomers. 

As the weather bureau calculates, 
the laboring man who works “from 
sun to sun,’’ catches it in the neck 1} 
hours and 26 minutes each day of 
this long week. To keep the sun 
from catching him in bed, he must 
a. m., and it lingers 
and lingers, finally dropping be- 
hind the horizon at 6:53 p. m. 

Then jumping to the winter sol- 
stice. The astronomers, who are 
used to splitting seconds so many 
times it is almost necessary to em- 
Ploy invisible figures, say that De- 
cember 21 is the shortest day of the 
year—exactly 9 hours and 53 min- 
utes Jong.

WOMEN WILL ASK 
FOR MORE RIGHTS 


Washington, June 22.—Announce- 
ment was made officially last night 
at the first meeting of the reorgani- 
ized women’s national party that a 
resolution soon will be introduced 
in both houses of congress embody- 
ing a twentieth amendment to the 
federal constitution. The amendment 
will be designed to do away with 
“all legal discrimination against 
women,” according to Miss Maud 
Younger, newly appointed legisla- 
tive chairman of tne party. 

As tentatively drawn, the amend- 
ment reads: “Equal rights with men 
shall not be denied to women, or 
abridged on account of Sex or mar- 
riage, by the United States or by 
any state or territory subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States.” 

At the same time, Miss Younger 
said, plans will be laid to put be- 
fore the forty-eight state legisla- 
tures an identic bill designed to 
prevent through state enactment the 
same discrimination.

SOUTHERN PINE PAPER. 

During the recent convention of 
the Southern Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ association, at Asheville, N. 
C., the members were presented 
with copies of The Birmingham 
Age-Herald, printed on paper made 
from southern spruce pine, known 
more generally in the south as old 
“field pine,’ an arboreal species 
common to the Piedmont section 
and especially plentiful throughout 
northern Georgia and Alabama and 
the Piedmont section of the south. 

Some time ago E. W. Barrett, 
editor of The Age-Herald, con- 
ceived the idea that southern 
spruce pine could be satisfactorily 
used as a basis for the manufac- 
ture of news print pulp, and he 
sent several carloads of the wood 
to an eastern paper mill, where it 
was pulped, made into paper and 
sent back in rolls, from which last 
Monday’s edition of The Age- 
Herald was printed, making a 
newspaper as attractive in appear- 
ance in every way as any newspa- 
per published in the United States. 

For many years all suggestions 
of converting southern woods into 
paper have been discredited by 
pulp manufacturers, who maintain- 
ed that it could not be done, be- 
cause, they declared, these woods 
are not suitable for that purpose. 

That is exactly what was said 

when it was first proposed to 
make steel rails from Birmingham 
iron ores. 
Pittsburg steel rail manufactur- 
ers maintained that Birmingham 
ores were not suitable for steel 
production; but today it is univer- 
sally admitted that the best and 
most durable steel rails in this 
country are those made in the 
Birmingham district! 

As it was with steel, so it may 

be with paper. 
Surely, with our vast stretches 
of forests covering the Blue Ridge 
section of the south, science will 
devise some plan by which such of 
our woods as are now practically 
useless for other purposes can be 
converted into paper—if, indeed, 
that has not already been done! 

Our southern spruce, “old field” 
or “loblolly” pine, which is unlike 
the pine of the great pine belt, in 
that it is practically non-resinous, 
is soft and fibrous, and unfit for 
building purposes, because it 
quickly deteriorates after being 
cut. 

If some way could be worked 
out, whereby this practically inex- 
haustible supply of this now 
worthless wood could be made into 
print paper it would mean the ad- 
dition of millions of dollars to the 
resources of the south. 

Mr. Barrett has gone about the 
work of testing out the feasibility 
of the wood pulp paper industry in 
the south in the most practical 
way possible; and the results of 
his continued efforts along this 
line will be watched with increas- 
ing interest, not only in the south, 
but throughout the whole country.

Highway Legislation 
Of Supreme Importance 


Editor Constitution: Highway 
legislation is to my mind the best 
investment that a community can 
make. 

The public highways of this coun- 
try, when compared’ with other ar- 
teries of commerce, assume at once 
almost the aspect of a commercial 
tragedy. 
utilizitaion of electricity, steam and 
steel which economically affords to 
the producer the whole world for a 
market, he might well calculate the 
boundary of his commercial zone 
within a radius of fifty miles. 

While no branch of the transpor- 
tation is of greater influence than 
wagon transportation, it may be 
truthfully said, I believe, that in 
respect to the economic solution of 


this problem it is alone distinguish- 


ed for lack of progression. 
Wagon transportation is of pri- 
mary importance because of ‘its 
essentiality in transporting the 
farm to the railroad station; it isa 
medium through which practically 
all the great commerce of a great 
country makes its initial transit. In 


length of haul between the pro- 
ducer and .the consumer it consti- 
tutés but an infinitesimal part of 
the distance, while the relative cost 
on either a -mileage or tonnage 
basis is many times greater. The 
importance of wagon transporta- 
tion intensifies as you consider it 
from the standpoint of time and 
cost. The average haul on food- 
stuffs in the United States is 81-10 
miles and the ton mile cost is ap- 
proximately 28 cents. It is con- 
servatively estimated that a normal 
crop of wheat and cotton costs the 
farmers of the . United States to 
move these crops from the farm to 
the railroad station $75,000,000—to 
move these two crops a distance of 
81-10 miles. Nothing to my mind 
more severely impeaches the exist- 
ing railroad conditions than these 
figures and nothing can appeal 
more earnestly or more eloquently 
for relief. These figures are wide- 
ly disproportionate in cost when 
compared with the cost of railfoad 
transportation. 

On the improved roads of Penn- 
sylvania the wagon load was raised 
from 3,000 to 6,500 pounds, equivo- 


lent to a reduction in the cost of a 
wagon haul of 116 per cent. This 
ratio of saving spread over the 
whole farm commerce of the United 
States would mean an enormous 
saving to the producer. 

It fs apparently to me that just 
as sure as animal power has been 
supplanted on the rail by gasoline, 
electricity and steam, just so stire 
it will be supplanted on the wagon 
roads by the same power. One can- 
not see the farmer thresh and plow 
his land with steam, carry his fami- 
ly to town with gasoline and ride 
in an electric car from thé depot 
to his hotel] without broadening into 
conclusion that some day he will 
employ the same power to move his 
crops from the farm to the station. 
One cannot see a vehicle propelled 
by this power easily conveying a 
load several times its own weight 
without concluding that the time is 
near at hand when the farmer can 
move a ton and a half of grain or 
cotton to market without having to 
move a ton and a half of horsetlesh 
and a ton of wagon material. 

Every road that connects a dozen 
farm with the market place is a 
road that should be improved and 
put in such shape that it can be 
traversed with heavy loads every 
month in the year.

POSTURE AND TEMPERAMENT. 

Splanchnic anhedonia is nearly 
as bad as it sounds. An anhedonias 
is a person who cannot or does not 


enjoy life because of impaired 
health. He may not realize that it 
is impaired health that Keeps him 
down in the mouth; he may say it 
is the strain of his business respon- 
the bad nerves inherited 
from his grandfather, or the bad 
weather we have around here some- 
times. But aitways it is impaired 
health. 

Splanchnic is a refined word for 


entrails. 

The ancients were not s0 far 
wrong when they ascribed melan- 
cholia and allied states or unhappi- 
ness to some evil arising from the 
entrails. Those curious symbols 
called the signs of the zodiac repfe- 
sent mythical beliefs regarding va- 
rious organs or parts of the body, 
an@ it is a common delusion of 
Subjects of melancholia that Sume 
obnoxious animal or reptile has 
taken up residence in the stomach 
or intestine, 

A slouchy or slumping posture is 
rather less an expression or effect 
of anhedonia than a cause thereof. 
This common fault of posture, which 
a freak fashion has even made 
young women and- effeminate 


young men cultivate as pictur- 
esque, certainly predisposes to 
gloomy and unhappy disposition; 
and on the other hand the deliberate 
cultivation of a wholesome, erect, 
but not exaggerated or caricatured 
posture habit, as surely induces 
cheerfulness of mind, Indeed, one 
who has the healthful habit of 
straightening up perfectly erect 
every hour, sitting or standing, 
knows that this clears and bright- 
ens the mind. 

Sagging of stomach, colon or 
other viscera is five times as fre- 
quent among women as among men, 
owing to the effects of corsets, 


which take up in a makeshift way 
the work that should be done by 
the abdominal, hop and lumbar mus- 
cles; these muscles atrophy and 
weaken from lack of use, anda 
vicious slumping fvllows. In time 
this slumping and relaxation is 
communicated to the internal or- 
gans and their supports and ptosis 
or displacement occurs. 

In most cases of visceroptosis or 
sagging abdominal organs a mere 
visual inspection will enable the 
physician to arrive at a fairly ac- 
curate diagnosis—provided the ex- 
amination is not a farce, but a real] 
examination with the patient strip- 
ped. In the movies the doctur can 
diagnose disease through the cloth- 
ing. Nowhere else is that feat pos- 
sible, atlhough we doctors do make 
some strong bluffs in the way of 
farcical examinations. 

Sometimes, however, pronounced 
displacement of stomach, colon, 
Jiver or kidney may exist in an in- 
dividual whose posture seems good, 
who is not much underweight, and 
whose abdominal wall is not par: 
ticularly’ relaxed or weak. There- 
fore the X-ray examination, made 
by a phySician and not by a mere 
Xray expert, with the patient in 
horizontal and then in the vertical 
posture, is the final procedure in 
diagnosis.

Ten years ago an Oriental cafe 
was opened off Fifth avenue a few 
steps. Prince Ranjah and his ten 
dancing wives were imported from 
India, Their costumes were stud- 
ded with rare jewels. The place was 
dazzling in Oriental splendor, but 
it Was bankrupt in a month. And 
the other day I saw the prince mix- 
ing currie and other eastern dishes 
in a dingy Houston street restau- 
rant. 

Little Hungary was the exception 
in “trick cafes.” It had a mad vio- 
linist whose raven locks lured many 
girls from peaceful fireplates. One 
might have all the wine—seven dif- 
ferent kinds—desired by simply 
turning spigots at the table. The 
supply was inexhaustible. Prohibi- 
tion did not even cause its demise. 

The restaurants that lend their 
efforts to good food and service and 
not so much to the scenic splendor 
are the ones that survive. After 
all, people gu to restaurants to eat 
and not to admire rare tapestries 
and magnificent chandeliers. 

The most successful cafes in town 
just now are run by former head 
waiters. Pierre, Theodore, Alfred, 
Paul and Henri, who waxed rich 
on gratuities of patrons, are all in 


business for themselves and mak- 
ing money. 


There is a writer in New York 
who has had little success writing 
under his own name, but writing 
for others has made him rich. Not 
so long ago he wrote an autobio- 
graphical work for a famous states- 
man. Ostensibly the statesman 
wrote it and it received a $1,500 
prize as a gallant contribution to 
American literature. 


The first shoes for women trim- 
med with feathers have appeared on 
the streets. They are strictly 
Broadwayesque and shoe dealers 
declare that they haven't a chance 
to gain the favor of the truly smart 
dressers.

ill is as follows: 

’ Bly i—Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia and it is hereby enact- 
ed by authority of the same, That there 
is hereby appropriated to the Georgia state 
board of health the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars to be paid out of funds 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
for the use of said board in the work of 
eradicating malaria in the state. 

Section 2—Be it further enacted by the 
authority of aforesaid, That any county in 
the state desiring to share in the sum 
hereby appropriated for malaria eradication, 
within the county so applying, shall make 
application to the state board of health, 
in writing, setting forth its desire to have @ 
specified portion of said fund (in no in- 
stance to be more than five thousand dollars 
to any one county), said application to be 
made by the governing authorities of the 
county so avplying, whether county com- 
missioners or ordinary, and also setting forth 
n copy of a duly authorized order passed 
by such governiing authority or authorities, 
appropriating a sum equal in amount to that 
asked from the state board of health for 
the purpose of malaria eradication in-the 
county applying, and upon gaid nme ae 
being approved by said state board of 
health the sum so asked for or mutually 
agreed upon not in excess of five thousand 
dollars shall become available to the county 
so applying; provided, that the sum 80 
approved by the state board of health to- 
gether with the sum equal in amount there- 
to appropriated by the county applying, 
shall be expended In said county under the 
joint supervision of the state board of 
health and the county health commis- 
sioner, or if no county health commissioner, 
the county board of health in the said 
county for malaria eradication in said 
county. 

Section 8—Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the state board 
of health ahall -be authorized to make 
such reasonable rules and regulations, not 
inconsistent with any law of this state, 
fs it may deem necessary for the purpose 
of carrying out and effectuating the pur- 
pose of this aet, and that such rules shall 
— the same force as if enacted here- 
with. 

Section 4—Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid. That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with this act be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

ABOR ASKS EQUAL 
AGHT IN INDUSTRY 


Denver, June 22.—Reaffirming its 
stand for government ownership 
with democratic operation of the 
railroads, the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor today 
directed ite executive council to 
draw up prop6sed legislation de- 
signed to give the workers through 
government regulation equal rights 
and privileges with capital in or- 
ganized enterprises. 

The convention gustained the ac- 
tion of the resolutions committee 
in striking out of the resolution of 
a phrase that would have pet or- 
ganized labor on record as declar- 
ing for government control and 
democratic operation of “all indus- 
tries organized under corporate 
grants and privileges.” 

In authorizing the legislative pro- 
gram the convention overthrew the 
majority report of the resolutions 
committee, which provided only aid 
for the railroad unions in their fight 


for government ownership of the 
railroads. 


Debate Stormy. 


The debate was long and stormy, 
Opponents of the majority declared 
that ite declarations were “socialis- 
tic and red” and were designed to 
extend government ownership to all] 
basic industries of the country, in- 
cluding the mines, textile, iron and 
steel, newspaper and book ‘indus- 
tries. They were answered with the 
argument that the declarations set 
forth “a sane and conetructive poli- 
cy for organized labor” and there 
was no socialism, bolshevism or 


, ernment control of their 


anarchism in it. 

Because of objections of interna- 
tional seamen’s union and the 
teamsters’ union delegates to gov- 
industry 
the convention amendmended the 
declaration so that it would apply 
Only to the railroad systems. 

One of the chief supporters of the 
report involving the application of 
the principles of government owner- 
Ship to all basic industries was 
President John L. Lewis, of the 
United Mine workers, who is a 
candidate for the presidency of the 
federation. 

For Federal Control. 


Mr. Lewis said the miners still 
had under consideration the prob- 
lem of nationalisation of the min- 
ers and he declared for “govern- 
ment control of those basie indus- 
tries where the workers felt such 
policy was essential and desirable.” 

The American Federation of lLa- 
bor,” said the approved declaration, 
“hereby declares its purpose to se- 
cure a return to those principles 
upon which our government was in- 
Stituted in order that we may bet- 
ter secure the blessings of liberty 
and to that end we reaffirm our unit- 
ed support of legislation that will 
bring about the public ownership 
and democratic operation of the rail- 
ways of the United States as being 
in strict conformity with those prin- 
ciples upon which the government 
is instituted. 

“We declare for the recognition 
and restoration of these fundamen- 
tal principles so that those men who 
contribute their effort to the in- 
dustry shall enjoy all the rights, 
privileges and immunities granted 
to those men who contribute capi- 
tal, in proportion to the value which 
each contributes, in order that the 
government shall be instituted for 
the common good and not for the 
profit of a class and in order that 
all men may enjoy the gains of their 
own industry.” 

, To Assist Rail Men. 

In order to put the declaration 
}into effect, the convention directed 
the executive council to “devise and 
publish the necessary legislative 
program designed to make effective 
the principles of government set 
forth. 

The council was also directed to 
“assist the recognizéd railroad labor 
organization by every effort within 
their power to have proper legis- 
lation enacted providing for pgov- 
ernment ownership and democratic 
operation of the railroad systems of 
the United States.”’ 

After the disposal of the railroad 
resolution, the convention worked 
fast, disposing of many resolutions 
and recommendations until the 
question of unemployment insurance 
was reached. -A spirited debate pre- 
ceded action of the convention in 
adopting the committee’s report. 
The insurance provision was elimi- 
nated, leaving only a recommenda- 
tion that every state organization 
urge. immediate undertaking of con- 
templated public works to relieve 
unemployment. 

Condemnation of the Hearst news- 
papers for publication of an ac- 
count of a Chicago labor meeting 
which the committee termed “an ex- 

ie of the propaganda in which 
the Hearst newspapers are engaged 
and which has for its purpose the 
destruction of organized labor” was 
voted. The resolution condemned 
“the practice of those newspapers 
and other publications which resort 
to misrepresentation and falsehood.” 

Other action of the convention in- 
cluded: 

“Adoption of the executive coun- 
cil’s report asking the United States 
to take a leading step for world- 
wide disarmament by agreement. 

“Commendation of Secretary Den- 
by of the navy department for his 
prompt action on Admiral Sims’

Columbus, Ga., June 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The arrest by Alabama offi- 
cers of three Columbus officers, who 
were supposed by tHe Alabama men 
to be the abductors of a negro whom 
the Columbus officers declare they 
had just rescued from some uni- 
dentified men who had forcibly 
taken the blacks into the woods, 
was a remarkable story, the detail 
of which were sworn to this afcer- 
noon in the court of Mayor Knowles, 


in Girard, Ala. 

A rapidiy-traveling automobile, 
which pdssed through the business 
section of Columbus, across the riv- 
er bridge and thence through Gir- 
ard, attracted the attention both be- 
cause of its speed and the fact that 
screams came from one of the pas- 
sengers. 

Officer Hill, of Girard, summoning 
reinforcements, hurried after the 
car in another automobile. 

The pursuing officers overtook the 
party at Kaolin, Ala., several miies 
from the city. They saw. three 
white men and a negro and promptly 
arrested the white men and carried 
them vack to Girard. In the net 
were Leonard G. Bowles, a Colum- 
bus policeman, and Sam Jackson 
and Robert Campbell. 

The negro, Henry Allen, a boot- 
black at the Ralston hotel in Co- 
lumbus, declared that he had been 
seized and kidnaped for some reca- 
son unknown to him, by hooded 
men. Not long ago another party of 
hooded men seized a Columbus fne- 
gro, took him off in a@ car and gave 
him a severe beating. 

Charges of assault with intent to 
murder were preferred against 
Bowles, Jackson and Campbell, but 
were afterwards dismissed by Mayor 
Knowles. At the preliminary trial 
this afternoon Officer Bowles de- 
clared that he, Jackson and Camp- 
bell were standing on a street cor- 
ner in Columbus when an automovo- 
bile passed. Some one in the car 
was screaming and they got anoth- 
er car and followed, they said. 

According to their statement, they 
finally came to a spot where two 
cars were parked. A negro came 
out of the woods and several men 
ran away. They declared that the 
Girard officers came up at that time 
and arrested the Columbus officers 
through mistake, Officer Hill declar- 
ed that when he arrested Campbell 
the man had a cloth over his face. 

Chief of Police Moore has sus- 
pended Officer Bowles until a fuil 
investigation of the affair can be 
made.

Stanley Praises 
Compensation Act; 
Cases Are Heard 


Savannah, Ga. June 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—H. M. Stanley, state commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor, and 
chairman of the industrial commit- 
tee of Georgia, left this morning for 
Atlanta after addressing the cotton 
seed crushers in convention here 
and holding several hearings in the 
matter of application of the re- 
cently in-force workmen’s compen- 
sation act. 

The chief case was that of the 
late Policeman Martin, who was 
killed by a burglar. It is unique, 
and the first of its kind to come up 
in the _ state. The city contends 
that the patrolman was a public 
servant and officer and his employ- 
ment did not come under the terms 
of the compensation act. Friends 
of the officer’s family hold that he 
was an employee of the city and 
his wife should be protected by the 
law. The result of the hearing will 
be announced later. 

“There have been 23 cases of fa- 
talities to come before the commis- 
sion,” said Mr. Stanley in a state- 
ment Tuesday, “and the depéndents 
of about all of these are receiving 
compensation. There were 64 dis- 
memberments. There was no in- 
stance where a leg was dismem- 
bered. The accidents were losses of 
fingers, hands and an arm. 

“One sad case was that of a man 
whose eyes were blown out by dy- 
namite. His case came under that 
of total disability. and he will draw 
the maximum compeneation for 350 
weeks or seven years. At the end 
of that period his compensation will 
cease.” 

Mr Stanley expressed himself as 
being of the belief that, under the 
common jaw. not more than 10 per 
cent of these cases would have re- 
ceived compeneation. He thinks the 
act a good one, and is of the opin- 
ion opposition to it will gradually 
die out.

New York, June .—Less favor- 
able weather and crop advices com- 
bined with a more hopeful view of 
the British labor situation, promot- 
ed further rallies in the cotton 
market today.

This, combined with a less favor- 
able weekly report from the wea- 
ther bureau than anticipated, sent 
the active months about 38 to 43 
points net higher during the ear'v 
afternoon with July selling at 11,26 
and December 12.65.

The larger exchanges naturally’ reflect 
values quicker because the interest there fs 
more general, the financial accommodation 
is greater and general news gravitates to 
these centers quicker... The New York cot- 
ton exchange has represented and con- 
tinues to present opportunities for the 
sele and delivery of spot cotton. Deliveries 
against contracts are paid for promptly in 
cash under the terms of sale. Speculation on 
the exchanges is severely criticised at 
times, but speculators in their operations 
furnish balance to the market and opportu- 
nity for others to place trade hedges. They 
fire @s much a part of the economic fabric 
as is a spot merchant operating between 
farmer and spinner. But for the existence 
of the cotton exchanges there would be no 
leaders in price-making and farmers 
would be at the mercy of spot cotton buy- 
ers because of the lack of a guiding di- 
rection which is afforded through quota- 
tions of leading exchanges whose quotations 
are available for all.

While no official announcement 
has been made, it is understood from 
reliable sources that the Standard 
Oil company is preparing to take 
Similar action against the legality 
of the inspection fee law. Should 
this follow, all the large oil cor- 
porations will have filed’ suits 
against the state, and an enormous 
fund will be withheld from the 
treasury. 

The companies now fighting the 
law maintain that the fees now 
charged are excessive and in conflict 
with the United States constitution 
relative to interstate commerce. The 
suits are being filed in conjunction 
with the Texas Oil company case, 
and the decision of the supreme 
court is expected to settle all of 
them.
